2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1,2 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an elevator real- 
time allocation method which utilizes predicted wait time and remaining response time in a metrical table having an entry for each 
elevator car such that a particular car is stopped if no other car can reach a specific call within the wait time limit.
